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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-13 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose an insulation degradation diagnostic device 
including a current detector configured to have a filtering function with an amount of attenuation 
of -60 dB or less and a slope characteristic of -5 dB/oct or less at a commercial frequency, and 
detect a current flowing through a line to be measured in combination with the other elements as 
in claims 1 and 1 1 . 

The dependent claims definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.

Prior Art Made of Record 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

A. Endoh et al. (US Patent No. 5,469,067) discloses a method and apparatus for detecting 
partial discharge; 

B. Saigo et al. (US Patent No. 4,929,903) discloses a method and apparatus for detection 
of insulation deterioration; 
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C. Ahmed et aL (US Patent no. 6,809,523) disclose an on-line partial discharge detection 
system for power lines; 

D. Mashikian et al. (US Patent No. 4,887,041) discloses a method and apparatus for 
detecting the location of faults in an insulated power line; 

E. Steennis et al. (US Patent No. 5,854,556) discloses a method and apparatus for 
detecting partial discharges in cables. 

The closest prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
